Cars Without 


If the city is going to make any serious 
effort to keep the streets of Edmonton 
clean, some way must be devised to keep 
those streets clear of overnight parked 
cars by making provision of garage space 
compulsory with every apartment build- 
ing. 

It is obvious that street cleaning can- 
not be carried out efficiently and thor- 
oughly if workers have to edge along 
among cars and even heavy trucks that 
are put to bed every night on the public 
highways. 

But where are many of the owners 
going to keep their cars at nights? 

Apartment houses have been rushed 
up by the scores and few of them are equip- 
ped with garage space. 

This means that there are many more 
cars than there are garages and these 
cars must be parked somewhere. 

What is needed, then, first of all, is a 
bylaw compelling owners of apartment 
houses to provide garage space for their

Many other cities have such regula- 
tions. Some of them require that space 
be provided for half as many cars as there 
are apartments in the building. Some re- 
quire space for each suite. 

Edmonton could probably work out a 
proportion that would be effective without 
imposing too great a cost on builders 

Something of this sort must precede 
any bylaw removing all cars from the 
streets at nights. 

For this is the automobile age. And 
the provision of storage space for cars 
is part of the housing problem. 

A no-night-parking bylaw would be 
splendid if a garage bylaw came first. 

Meanwhile the city already has a 
method of dealing with overnight parkers 
who refuse to co-operate in moving their 
cars for street cleaning purposes. 

There is a bylaw, at present, prohibiting 
the “storage” of cars on the streets. 

“Storage” can easily be interpreted in 
such a manner as to compe! night parkers 
to choose another street when the street 
they usually patronize is being cleaned.
